Quantity of War Stores in Villa’s Hands—

JUAREZ, May 21.—A telegram was received today from 
Gen. Felipe Angeles by H. Perez Abreu, head of the Constitution- 
alist information bureau here, stating that Saltillo was ‘eyseusted 


last night by the Federals. 


The garrison of Saltillo is said to number 12,000 men under 
Gen. Joaquin Maas. The town, it is believed, contained large 
stores of ammunition and supplies, and if the report of the evac- 
uation is true, it is probable that a large quantity of munitions of 


war will fall into Constitutionalist hands. 


The only road of retreat open to 
the Federals is said to be south to 
San Luit Potosi. The 250 miles sep- 
arating the two towns is an arid des- 
ert, and it is believed here that but 
a small part of the Federal garrison 
will be able to win their way through 
to San Luis Potosi. 

A strong rebel force:under Gen. 


Carrera Torres is besieging San Luis 
Potosi and between the towns a 
large force under Gen. Luis Gutier- 
rez, called the “Tiger of Concepcion 


del Oro,” is waiting to cut off the 


Federal retreat. 
The evacuation of Saltillo, if con- 


firmed, will mean a long step in the di- 
rection of the coveted goal of the Con- 
stitutionalists, Mexico City. It will pe 
impossible for the Federals to carry with 
them on the desert march to San Luis 
Potosi any large quantity of provisions 
or ammunition, as the railroad has been 
cut. 

The Federals who win their way 
through the desert and the Constitu- 
tionalists’ lines will find themselves in 
a town much less adapted for defense 


than Saltillo. 


President Seeks to Help Plain

‘My ideal,’’ the President said, ‘‘is an orderly and righteous 
government in Mexico; but my passion is for the submerged 85 per 
cent of the people of that republic, who are now struggling

“Tt ia a curious thing,” he con- 
tinued. “that every demand for the 
establishment of order in Mexico 
takes into consideration, not order 
for the benefit of the people of Mex- 
feo, the great mass of the popula- 


order because order will help the 
of the people to get a por- 
their rights and their land; 
demand i¢ so that the great 
of property, the overlords, 
hidalgos, the men who have ex-

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- “The dangers that beset the Repub- 
Heo are held to be the individual and 
troubles of these men, not 
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scheme, perhaps, as vas followed in 
New Zealand. 

Every phase of the present situation 
and its ultimate settlement, according 10 
the ideals of the President, are based 
on the condition tnat those in de facto 
control of the Government must go be- 
fore Mexico can realize her manifest 
destiny. He regards the situation as 
somewhat similar to that in Trance, be- 
fore the revolution. 

“The function of being a policeman 
in Mexico has not appealed to me; 
nor does it appeal to our people,’’ he 
said. “Our duty is higher than that. 
If we are to go in there, restore or- 
der and immediately get out, and in- 
vite a repetition of conflict similar 
to that which is in progress now, we 
had better have remained out.” 

When he was asked whether his plans 
for helping the Mexican people would ve 
carried out in the event of successfu) 
mediation, President Wilson said: 

“I hope so, for it is not my 
intention, having begun this en- 
terprise, to turn back—unless I am 
forced to do so—until I have assur- 
ances that the great and crying 
wrongs the people have endured are 
in process of satisfactory adjustment. 
Of course, it would not do for us to 
insist on an exact procedure for the 
partition of the land, for example. 
for that would set us up in the posi- 
tion of dictators, which we are not 
and never shall be; but it is not our 
intention to cease in our friendly 
offices until we are assured that all 
these matters are on their way to 
successful settlement.’’ 

The President considers this a great 
opportunity to prove to the world that 
the Monroe doctrine is not an excuse 
for gaining territory and to advance the 
cause of human liberty. 

“And eventually,”” the President 
said siowly, “I shall fight everyone 
of these men who are now seking 
and who will then be seeking to ex- 
ploit Mexico for their own selfish 
ends. I shall do what I can to keep 
Mexico from their plundering. There 
shall be no individual exploitation of 
Mexico tf I can stop it."

PART OF ESTATE 


Valuable St. Louis Realty Hold- 
ings, Owned Jointly With 
Wife, Are Not Included. 


SHE IS PRINCIPAL HEIR 


$66,770 Securities Considered 
Worthless; County Wants In- 
heritance Tax on Books. 


The inventory of the estate of James 
C. Ghio, who died Feb. 2 at his country 
home, “Tranquilla,” on the St. Charles 
Rock road, west of Wellston, was filed 
in the Probate Court at Clayton Thurs- 
day. It lists personal property valued at 


$150,358.11, in addition to 3297 acres of 
land, and real estate in St. Louis and 
East St. Louis. 

zne inventory states that Ghio’s most 
valuable holdings are not listed, inas- 
much as they were owned jointly with 
his wife. They consist, in the main, of 
downtown real estate. 

3081 Acres of Texas Land, 
Ghio’s rea] estate, listed in the inven- 
tory, consists of 3081 acres in six coun- 
ties in Texas, 130 acres in St. Louis 
County, 86 acres, comprising his coun- 
try home in the county, 16 lots in Alta 
Sita Park, East St. Louis, and 11 pieces 
of St. Louis real estate. No value is 
placed upon his realty holdings. 

His persona! property is divided as fol- 
lows: Notes, $2625; stocks, par value, 
$110,758.33; bonds, $11,900; life insurance, 
£20,000; cash, $3155.58; good and chattels, 
$1919.20. 

Of the stock, $100,000 is held in the 
Barada-Ghio Real Estate Co., of which 
he was vice-president. The St. Louis 
Union Trust Co., as executor, states it 
has been unable to find certificates rep- 
resenting three of these shares. 

$55,700 Stocks Thought Worthless. 
The executor says Ghio held $55,- 
77@ worth of stocks and $11,000 
worth of bonds which probably are 
worthless, and which were not listed 
in the value of his personal prop- 
erty. The stocks are in five gold 
mining companies and the bonds 
were those issued by the States of 


Tamauli and San Louis Poxosi, in 
Mexico, “aated ‘Bept. 1,5 1865," 
in 18865. 
Probate Judge Shackelford said 
he would investigate to ses why a 
collateral inheritance tax is not paid 
upon a collection of books and stamps 
which Ghio left to the St. Louis Club, 
This collection included Ghio’s “Rac- 
ing and Stud Book Collection of over 
150 Years,” “Napoleon Memories,” the 
Burton Collection, English and Ameri- 
can revolutions; a postage stamp 
collection of more than 25,000 speci- 
mens and one of his medals and cer- 
tificates of papal nobility. 

Mand a Papal Title. 
Ghio was 66 years old. The foundation 
of his fortune was made in the whole- 
sale liquor business in St. Louls. He 
left his estate in trust for his wife. At 
her death it is to be divided among four 
children, John B. and James C. Martin 
Ghio, Mrs. Freeland J. Dunn of St. 
Louis and Mrs. Joseph A. McMenamy of 
Los Angeles, Cal. 
Pope Piux X, in August, 1906, conferred 
upon Ghio the title of “Commander of 
the Order of St. Gregory the Great.’ It 
admits its holder to a place in the papal 
nobility. The distinction was a reward 
for his paying off the debts of the Ital- 
ian Catholic Church of St. Charles Bor- 
romeo, amounting to $7500.

Villa’s Report Tells of Execution of 
Federal Generals and Staff.

JUAREZ Mexico, May  21.—Seven 
prominent ‘attorneys from Torreon, Sal- 
tillo and Monterey have been confined in 
jail by Constitutionalist officials on 
charges of pernicious political activity, 
according to word which reached here 
yesterday. The names of the seven 
men, said to be well known throughout 
Northern Mexico, coul@ not be learned 
here. 

Gen. Villa, in hig official report to 
Carranza, said: 

“It is known that Gens. Miguels Al- 
varez and Ignacio Munoz fell in the 
combat. Gen. Osorno and a good num- 
ber of Federal officials were executed.’’ 

Regarding the fight at Zeruche the re- 
port says, in part: 

‘There was captured also a General 
and 32 officers who composed his staff. 
All were executed immediately.” 

The putting to death of Gen. Ozorno 
and another General, whose name was 
not given, together with 32 members vf 
the unidentified General’s staff and oth- 
er Federal officials, indicates the bit- 
terness with: which the campaign is be- 
ing waged about Saltillo. Gen. Ozorno’s 
advance in rank in tne Federal Army 
had been rapid. It ts said he held 2 
Captain’s commission only two years 
ago. Gen. Ignacio M-noz, who was 
killed in the battle at Faredon, was a 
nephew of Gen. Porfirio Diaz, and was 
widely known in the social life of Mex- 
leo City. 

Gen. Miguel Alvarez, also killed in the 
battle, began his military career as a 
Second Lieutenant in the army of Fran- 
cisco Madero, with whom he is said tv 
have been a favorite before the iI!-fate:!

Becker had insisted that it 
Was necessary that he should personal- 
ly deny the charge, but was finally 
won over to his lawyer’s way of think- 
ing. 

Counsel for Becker said they believe 
their witnesses had so far proved an 
alibi for the ex-Police Lieutenant, that 
it would not be necessary for him per- 
sonally to deny that he attended the so- 
called murder conference. 

Among the .20 witnesses heard yester- 
day were three former aids of Becker 
on the “strong arm’”’ squad, who testified 
that he was with them on raids when 
the alleged conferences were held.

Plans of ministers of Protestant 
churches of St. Louis and suburbs to 
invite the evangelist Billy Sunday tv 
conduct revival services in St. Louis met 


with the opposition of one pastor when 
it was suggested at a meeting of the 
ministers Wednesday in the Y. M. C. A. 
The Rev. Horace F. Holton of the First 
Congregational Church argued that 
Sunday should not be invited to hold 
meetings in St. Louls. He was the only 
one of 49 ministers present at the meet- 
ing to object to the invitation. 

Sunday has made it a rule not to visit 
a city unless virtually all the Protestant 
ministers unite in the request to him. 

Why Pastor Holton Objects. 

The Rev. Mr. Holton told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Thursday why he was 
opposed to Sunday’s methods. ‘I did not 
join in the movement to bring Evange- 
list Sunday here,” he said, ‘“‘and I will 
not co-operate in any way in his meet- 
ings. I object to his methods, and think 
that evangelistic methods which stir up 
a lot of emotional excitemént usually 
result in a setback afterward and make 
the work of the churches more diffi- 
cult. z 

“,s have personally studied his work in 
other cities and my mind is made up 
that I.do not wish to co-operate with 
him. While I admit that there is a 
possibility that he reaches some men 
that the churches do not reach, I am 
not convinced that in the long run there 
is an advantage that cannot be attained 
by the churches. 

‘I have no complaint against him on 
the ground that he receives great 
amounts of money at his meetings. He 
probably earns what he gets. His finan- 
cial organization is extremely good and 
works as well as the coin boxes on the 
street cars. We all contribute to the 
street car company, but it is in small 
amounts which we do not notice. In 
the aggregate it is a lot of money. That 
is the way with the money that Sunday 
gets. 

Deesn’t Agree With Sunday. 

“Sunday represents a.type of theology 
which to my mind is not modern. I 
don’t agree with him, and if I indorsed 
his coming I would have to indorse 
what he says after he gets here, and 
I can’t do that.’’

Roosevelt’s Companions Describe Ter- 
rors of Brazilian Trip. 

NEW YORK, May 21.—That the dis- 
covery by Col. Roosevelt of the River 
Duvida was not accomplished without 
great danger to himself and members 
of his party was testified to yesterday 
by George K. Cherry and Leo E. Mil- 
ler, members of the staff of the Amer- 
ican Museum of Natural History, who 
accompanied him. While supervising 
the unpacking of trophies of their trip 
the explorers told employes of the mu- 
seum of their experiences and Cherry, 
who accompanied Col. Roosevelt on the 
trip down the Duvida, related how the 
party subsisted on what he called a 

monkey diet” in the weeks when they 
faced starvation. 

Cherry avoided mentioning many in- 
cidents of the trip, preferring, he said, 
to let Col. Roosevelt tell of his discov- 
ery before the National Geographic So- 
ciety in Washington next Tuesday. 
Cherry sald his expwriences as a mem- 
ber of the Roosevelt party was the most 
eventful and hazardous in his 2% years 
of exploration. “I would never take 
the same trip again,”’ he said. “This is 
how dangerous I consider it.’’ 

The explorer admitted that Col. Roose- 
velt had been dangerously ill and that 
his fever at one time had been up to 
106 degrees. Cherry and Miller have 
been invited by Col. Roosevelt to ac- 
company him to Washington when he 
lectures there on Tuesday.

The dividend of $2,000,000 is described as an 
extra dividend of 100 per cent, of which Mr. Ford 
himself received 6585 per cent, amounting to 
$1,170,000. The regular dividend is said to have 
been 60 per cent. — 

These are interesting coincidences, in view of 
Mr. Ford’s widely-heralded scheme of profit- 
sharing, put into effect last year. ° 

Every wage earner under the Ford plan who 
is worthy is to receive $5 a day. The standard 
of warth covers various conditions of efficiency, 
character and mode of life, which opens a chasm 
between the promise of $5 a day and the actual 
receipt of it. Extraordinary efficiency, high 
character, model habits, happy marriage and the 
mode of living agreeable to Mr. Ford's personal 
views are some of the requirements which entitle 
a workman to profit sharing. 

What does it profit a workman to get $5 a day 
for extraordinary efficiency and model behavior 
during six months in the year and nothing for 
the remainder of the year? We can see the profit 
for the company in the extraordinary efficiency 
condition. The workman must first prove his 
extraordinary efficiency as well as his model char- 
acter and habits and his perfect fit to the Ford 
pattern before he gets the $5. There are disturb- 
ing reports of prolonged probation, of low wages 
during the probation period and of frequent dis- 
charges just as the apple of — reaches the 
mouth. 

The trouble with Mr. Ford’s ocinadina of profit- 
sharing is that it was planned as a philanthropic 
instead of business project. It was paternalistic. 
He set himself up as the Little Father of his 
employes, who- is to supervise their personal 
conduct and reward their good behavior and 
good work. He is to be the judge of their worthi- 
ness and is to distribute the rewards. 

Philanthropy is out of place in business deal- 
ings between employer and employe. Justice is 
the only sound basis. If the men.are entitled to 
a larger share of the company’s profits they should 


‘Iget it without the offenses of paternalistic super- 


vision, personal whims and alms-giving conditions. 
Workmen do not want lagniappe; they want 
equitable compensation for labor.

Among 32 suggestions for simplifying court 
procedure submitted by a committee of the St.

Any person 
having a grievance or disagreement with another 
may, without instituting suit, present the facts in 
his case informally to the bench and have his 
rights determined in a declaratory decree.

The reproach 
of Lorimerism brought to the Republicans a de- 
feat that would be rendered only temporary by 
the disaster to Democracy invited by the disgrace 
of Sullivanism. 
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The issue is alarming, but could be raised at 
no more fortunate time. Democracy is consist- 
ent in everywhere repudiating such leadership. 
The choice will be made, not by a few jack pot 
legislators at Springfield, but by the whole people 
at the polls. 

One circumstance is disturbing. The field of 
candidates is large and seems daily to be in- 
creasing. With the machine united for Sullivan, 
the votes of other Democrats must not be dissi- 
pated among favorite sons of counties and con- 
gressional districts.

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GOOD ADVICE TO BANKERS. 

Festus J. Wade combined business judgment 
with public spirit in his appeal to the officers 
cf State banks and trust companies to join the 
regional bank organization. The new currency 
and banking law was framed and adopted large- 
ly by reason of the demand of bankers for a bet- 
ter system of banking and currency. A vigorous 
campaign for reform legislation was financed and 
conducted ty the bankers. 

Now that the Government has responded to the 
demand by legislation, which may not in all par- 
ticulars please individual bankers, but which in 
the main is a great advance over previous laws, 
bankers of all kinds and conditions should give it 
hearty support. The new system is founded upon 
scientific principles of co-operation. It supplies a 
solid basis for currency and credits and through 
common resources, backed by the Federal Gov- 
ernment, sets up a bulwark against panics and 
money stringencies. 

Every banker is interested in its success and 
every banker should contribute to it. The pledge 
of support voted by the Missouri Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation is a step in the right direction. It should 
be followed by actual support on the part of 
state banks through memberships in the Region- 
al Reserve Banks.
